BASIC  FACTS 

ABOUT  ARMY  ROTC  AT  WESTERN 


PURPOSE:  Army  ROTC  at  WIU  provides  practical 
leadership  and  management  training.  Qualified  students 
desiring  to  earn  officer  commissions  along  with  their 
chosen  degrees  may  do  so  while  earning  academic  credit 
for  their  military  science  classes. 

CURRICULUM:  Intro  military  science  courses  (funda¬ 
mentals  of  leadership,  basic  rifle  marksmanship,  mission 
of  the  Army)  allow  students  to  explore  Army  officer 
opportunities  without  obligation  during  their  freshman 
and/or  sophomore  years.  A  selection  of  labs  offers 
hands-on  adventures  like  rappelling,  self  defense,  and 
orienteering  to  break  the  classroom  routine.  Four  ad¬ 
vanced  courses  (one  each  semester  during  the  junior  and 
senior  year)  in  military  management  and  tactics  plus 
several  weekend  training  exercises  and  a  summer  leader¬ 
ship  camp  prepare  students  for  their  future  roles  as  Army 
officers. 

METHODS  OF  ENROLLMENT:  Students  may  qualify 
for  the  advanced  Army  ROTC  program  (1)  by  taking  6 
credit  hours  of  military  science  courses  during  their 
freshman  and/or  sophomore  years,  (2)  by  attending  a 
6-week  summer  “basic  camp”  prior  to  their  junior  year, 
or  (3)  through  advanced  placement  credit  for  prior 
military  service  or  Junior  ROTC  credit. 

EXTRACURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES:  Enjoy  an  active 
extracurricular  and  social  calendar  including  voluntary 
participation  in  color  guard,  rifle  and  pistol  club,  Western 
Ranger  Club,  military  ball,  winter  survival  training,  and 
opportunities  for  student  tours  and  weekend  visits  to 
Active  Army  Installations. 

FINANCIAL  AID:  (1)  Federal  Scholarships:  Students 
compete  annually  for  4-,  3-,  or  2-year  scholarships. 
Scholarships  pay  full  tuition  plus  $  100  per  school  month . 
(2)  Illinois  State  ROTC  Scholarships:  Students  compete 
annually  for  4- ,  3- ,  2-,  or  1  -year  scholarships  which  pay 
tuition  and  some  fees.  The  Professor  of  Military  Science 
awards  10  4-year  scholarships  to  the  freshman  class  on 
an  annual  basis.  (3)  All  advanced  course  students  receive 
financial  aid  of  $100  per  school  month.  Some  students 
combine  their  ROTC  studies  with  Army  Reserve  or 
National  Guard  service  and  earn  thousands  more. 
Advanced  course  cadets  earn  over  $700  during  summer 
training.  Students  who  complete  ROTC  commissioning 
requirements  well  in  advance  of  graduation  may  seek 
Army  Reserve  or  National  Guard  officer  positions  while 
completing  college.
